The present letter is in response to the Final Office Action mailed June 25, 2003. 

REMARKS 

Claims 48-50 are pending. Claims 48-50 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bleeker et al. (US 6,017,320) in view of Cheng (US 5,336,159). 

In the final Office Action the Examiner once again repeats for a fourth time the Bleeker- 
Cheng § 103(a) rejection of claims 48-50 raised in the Office Actions of July 24, 2001, 
November 30, 2001 and January 7, 2003. In rebuttal of the Examiner's rejections, applicants 
have repeatedly pointed out that there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Bleeker and 
Cheng to provide the invention of the present application. 

In the present repetition of the Bleeker-Cheng § 103(a) rejection the Examiner 
acknowledges and states "that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, " (Italics added). The Examiner also refers 
the applicants to In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1998) and In re Jones, 
958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992) as examples indicative of the metes and 
bounds of the support required to establish an obviousness rejection. 

The Examiner then notes, as repeatedly noted by the Examiner before, that "Bleeker has 
suction chamber and massaging rollers..." and that a person of ordinaiy skill in the art "could
